Examine the wheat in granary for 
weevil. This has been a mild winter 
thus far. and rather damp at times, 
and it is likely that this insect has gut 
in his work in many places. In some 
sections in Kansas they are very preval 
ent. For maldehyde is the remedy. 
Pour a little on plates set around in 
the granary and it will send its poison 
ous fumes down tbroagh the grain, 
and destroy the pests. 

Aa eiperteacad tsnner says: "In 
the fall bore an iaen bole down into 
the center of the stump 14 or 1(> inches 
deep. Put a couple of ounces of salt 
peter into this hole, fill with water, 
and plug up tight. In the spring take 
out the plug, pour into the hole about 
half a gill of kerosene oil, and light it. 
The stump will burn away slowly with 
out blazing, to the ends of the roots, 
leaving nothing but ashes." The 
nitrogen in the saltpeter will penetrate 
into the roots during the winter, and 
tbe coal oil will easily start the lire, 
and the wood dissolves into ashes. The 
ashes will be worth as much as fertiliz 
er as the saltpeter aad oil will cast.
